THREE DENVER BANKS SUSPEND. 



Ttrm Other Nntlonal nankn Rtlll Doing 
BMta«M, Which Hm the KfllMt of P»rt- 
Ijr M^ttiUmt C— OHur BwteeKi 

Fallares Throughout the Country. 

Denver, July 20.— The tiinoroas feel- 
ing airjoriK depositors in the Denvei 
baoks, which has resulted in oloiing oi 
• nnmber of thew initttiitloiM thie 
WMk, rnmrw at last to have reached itti 
Umft, aad the people are now stopping 
to thiiik, with the resnlt that more 
money is now being deposited there 
than is Ijoing withdrawn. 

The German, State and People's Na- 
tional banks closed their doors early 
yesterday morning in onler to fortstail 
the heavy demands that it was evid<;nt 
would be made. As soon as this action 
had been taken (icjMJsitorH in other 
banks seemed to t;i\n: m w courage, and 
daring the day talk on tlie subject waa 
mnch more conserviitivy and rational 
Dnring tlie afternoon tlie tive national 
banks that are still open for business 
showed no signs of any annsual excite 
ment among their patrons. Indeed 
their banking houses were (quieter than 
on many days dnrimj ordniary tiuies, 
and everybony secins to feel that the 
end of the unjuHtiiiaMe excitement ha? 
. been reached. 

The German, the Pfoples and the 
State National banks snspended pay 
ment and closed their doors yesterday 
morning. The Oernian and tlie St.nte 
banks did not open at all, posting 
notices just before 10 o'clock juinouiic- 
ing the suspension. The People's hank 
was open for liulf an hour, but when 
the closiii)^ of the two other institutions 
became known, the directors thotight 
it best to close without fnrlluT deliiy. 

Depositors in tlie (Jeriimn bunk 
gathered in line early in the morning 
and the crowd grew so iormidalile he- 
fore 10 o'clock that the officials saw it 
wcntid be useless to attempt to aM#t all 
demands. 

A smaller crowd gathered at tlic 
State with the same result. There 
were probably M) depositors in line at 
the State National bank at o'clock 
awaiting the time for opening the 
bank's doors. At that hour the follow- 
ing notic-e w as posted at tile iiiJiin en- 
trance to the bunk : "Owing to inabil- 
ity to provide funds to meet the extra- 
ordinary run the divi etors have decided 
to close temjiorarily, but the bank is 
not inaolveut. We iiave ajnple funds 
to Day everybody." 

The statement was without signa- 
ture. It was later emphaticallv eu- 
doned by the management of the 
Iwidc when Men by » tTaitad Frees re- 
porter. 

The notice caused some con fusion 
among the few depositors who had al- 
ready formed in the line and it also 
caused a large number who had been 
attracted to the comer of Sixteenth and 
Larimer streets out of mere curiositv 
to scramble for a position near enoilgh 
to the door to read the notice. 

The posting of this not iee naturally 
caused a tlurry of excitement to run 
along the line of depositors who liad 
vathered around the (ierman National 
Dank, and there was a noticeable clos- 
ing up of those in line, each trying to 
get as near the door as jMissible. 

Apparently, however, those who were 
waiting to withdraw their money from 
the German National were the smaller 
dejio.-itijrs. mostly woi kiripnien and 
women who had deiiosited tht^ir entire 
savings in the bank and weri' naturally 
excited. The absence of business men 
from the line was a noticeable feature. 
Some of those who were there had ar- 
rived as early as 6 o'chii k, and from 
that hour on until the time uf opening 
the line continued to lengthen iintil at 
a few minutes before 10 o'clock it 
reached from the front door of the Ger- 
man bank on Larimer street around the 
corner and down 8iztaenth etmMt al- 
most to Market. 

•Just before the hour of Opening had 
arrived a notice was posted on the 
front door of the bank announcing sus- 
pension of payment. The notice was as 
follows: 

"Owing to inability of this bank to 
realize immediately upon its assets, it 
has l>een decided by the Itoard of direct- 
ors to close the same." 

The posting of this notice caused a 
general stampede for the doors, all l>e- 
mg anxious to read the announcement, 
but there was no show of hostile dem- 
onstration on the part of the a.ssembled 
dejiositors and the jiolice officers who 
had Ijeen posted there to keep order had 
little trouble in dispersing the crowd. 
Despite tlie naturally trying condition 
of things tlie peojile were remarkably 
cool, and aside from one or two women 
who broke into tears when they learne(l 
that the bank would not open, there 
Was little display of feeling. 

All was comparatively quiet around 
the People's National bank, and it was 
open for a short time. When the sus- 
pension of the German and State banks 
was known the directors of the People's 
decided to close, and this notice WMBO- 
cordingly posted on the door : 

' 'This bank is closed by order of the 
board of directors. Net assets, 51,100,- 
OOO; liabilities. $810,000." 

Following the susi)ension of the State 
hud German National a few small de- 
positors, who had their money in the 
First National, renewed the ran on 
that institution, bat it was a small af- 
fair and soon wore itself out. 

At 11 o'clock the run which waa 
•tar ted on the First Nationid bank 
was completely broken, and quiet waa 
restored. The run waa oanaed prinoi- 
pally by those who were near At hmd, 
when notices deolaring the 
ot ttio GeoMB «bA.

These i)eopIp at once becam 
panic-stricken, although the remark

Around the Denver National, Coh 
rado National, American National and 
City National all waa quiet. Ther 
were very few calls for money, and 
few of those who had withdrawn thei 
money from the suspended banks were 
depodtinf la the banks that tHUdned 
open. 

Among the oflBcersof the banks which 
were open for biisiness the expression 
was unanimous that the flurry was at 
an end, and that the iieople would come 
to see their folly or their actions in 
forcing a suspension of the banking in 
stitutions by all withdrawing their de 
posit* at once and taking from circula- 
tion all the money that would ordinarily 
flow through the regular channels and 
help in sustaining tts baslnSH public 
an(l the banks. 

The suspended banks all had moch 
more than enough money to be consid' 
ered a perfectly safe guaranty in ordi 
nary circumstances, and with boainesa 
at its normal condition wooM hUf6 
laughed at the idea of % run. 

Cashier Charles M. CUinton of the 
German National statal that during 
the past three months over 81.000,000 in 
deposits had been withdrawn, and the 
continual drain, togetlier with the run 
yesterday, had placed the bank in snob 
a condition that a t«mporary snspeD' 
sion was an absolute necessity. 

"I can say this much, however," ooo 
tinned Mr. Clinton, "the depositors 
will all get their money in time. Oar 
securities are first class and largely in 
excess of our liabiliti( s." 

"The State National was unable to 
give out a deta.led statement. Th- 
withdrawal of aejiosits hue been heavy 
for several months, culiniuatiiig in 
run which forced a teinjiorary snspen 
sion of paynient. The statement of the 
bank published in Monday's papers 
showed deposits to the amount of 5>ii5, 
071. OH with currency cheqka, clearing 
house e.'cchango, hank bills, specie and 
other available cash items amonnting 
to jilir),000.2:} with which to meet de- 
mands. Other assets, large in valne 
but not imuiediatelv convertible into 
cosh, will protect tne depositors fr(nn 
loss. 

A tour of the banks just before their 
closing hoar showed that all excitement 
had died away and there was not the 
least semblance of a "run." The olb 
cers of all the banks stated that they 
were taking in mors uumey ttua they 
were paying out. 

"1 do not think I will have to place a 
bank in Denver in the hands of a re 
ceiver," said Frank Adam.s. the bank 
examiner for Colorado. Mr. Adams 
further said that he belisTed the sus 
] tended banks will all resume business 
in a short time. He has the clerks at 
all of the banks engaged in making out 
the reports which will be sent to tlie 
comptroller ae soon as they can be got- 
ten ready. Mr. Adams seems to have 
the utmost confidence in the belief that 
the hanks will reopen again in a few 
days and that no losses will follow to 
depositors. 

The morning train from Omaha 
brought in l^.'iO.OOO in cash for the Den 
ver National bank. Another bank re- 
ceived two iron safes foil money 
from the east by express. 

It was rejiorted in commercial circles 
that the Bank of Sterlins, at Sterling, 
Colo., had suspended, ll. H. SbnithTs 
the principal owner. 

Fred H. Hanchette of the Capitol 
bank and Stephens, Hanchette & Com 
pany of Curtis street assigned at 4 ;:W 
p. m., to William J. Robinson. The 
bank was owned by Stephens, Han- 
chette & Company, and have about 
300 depositors who Save small claims. 

The North Denver bank closed its 
doors late in the afternoon. There was 
no great run, but the bank had been 
unable to realize upon its securities and 
was short of funds. The depositors 
have been assured that they will be 
paid m eents on the dollar. W. H.

the pension bureau at Washington are 
now engaged in a systematic examina- 
tion of the [tension rolls of the territory 
for the puriiuse of weeding out the 
frauds which are alleged to exist. "There 
are l.'^OO case > to b*' dispo,.;ed of. The 
muster rolls of tl;e regiiueiits rai>ed 
here during the rebellion wire stolen 
soon after the war ami with the records 
in a disorderly shape the I'lijiortuuity 
for the commission of frauds has l>een 
great. But not only iu the pensi-m de- 
partment have frauds against the gov- 
ernment l)een perpetrateil in this terri- 
tory in the p.ist. The whole territory is 
filled with fraud and thousands of dol- 
lars have been obtained illegally from 
the government. To ferret out these 
rascally deeds would reiiuire the time 
of the whole secret servii e for a num- 
ber of years. 

The most fruitful time for the com- 
mission of frauds against the g. vern- 
ment was during the four or live years 
immediately following the war. I 'uring 
that time thousands of claims ai;ain8t 
the government were brought and set- 
tlement made, but the money went to 
people not entitled to it. Bv the law 
passed in 1S!51 all survivors of tlie Alex- 
lean war living in New Me.xieo b.-i ame 
entitled to a gift of acres of land. 
Few of the .survivors eared to (u-ce;it 
the ginero.sity of the government or 
knew about the tie-.-isure, But after 
the railroads had eiiter.-d the state an 1 
the lands along the rivers bc-aiiie ot 
some value, then these claii.i.s und. r 
tlie act began to multiply rapi lly. As 
the t< rritory was settled there arrived 
a number of lawyers, who set to WOrk 
to drum up business. 

The prosecuting of claims against the 
government sc-uied to otVer a source of 
much revenue, and ii num'oer of attor- 
neys engaged in the work. They hunt- 
ed out the old settlers who were living 
ouiet lives iiiuoug the hills ami alo'ig 
tne streams iu bli-st'ul ignorance that 
the government owed them anything. 
The attone'vs had no difficulty in max- 
ing a bargain with the rightful claim- 
ants, and accordingly tht? proper dfx;u- 
ments were tiled, it was tlien learned 
that in hundreds ot cases government 
lands had been granted in the names of 
these claimant.s years ago. 

This the claimants denied; tlu'y had 
not known until recentlv that siich a 
law for their benefit hacl been ji.'.s-ied. 
A special agent who came down 
here this spring and made a general 
survey, learned for the first time of the 
enormous number of ca.ses where fraud 
had been perpetrated during tlie oast. 

Applications for land under the Mex- 
ican war survivors act had been forged 
and affidavits had been sworn out be- 
fore corrupt notaries. When the de- 
partment at Washington jias.sed favor- 
ably unon them it w;is easy to present 
to the local government agent an order 
of transfer, wherein the beneficiary had 
seemecl to have transferred his rights 
for a I ousnleration. And the entire 
sy>tein ol iraud had not been discov- 
ereii until the actual survivors had been 
induced of late years to make their ap- 
plications. 

After the civil war came tin- bcuinty 
and back pay «<-ts. which atfoided fur- 
ther opportunities for rascality. Before 
the war had closed fairly land warrants 
and soldiers' di>cliarges wi-re bought by 
the humlr 'ds. 1 h.' parties in pcjssession 
of the documenis then forged ai 
tions for back pay and bounty.

All treasury drafts in naynient of the 
claims that were allowea were sent to 
the government disbursing agent for 
delivery to the proper peisons. These 
persons, however, were li\ ing in total 
Ignorance of their rights and the 
schemers had no difficulty in presenting 
properly sworn documents onlering the 
nayment of the warrants to them. The 
last act of the conspirai'y was to en- 
dorse the warrants ami collect the 
money, and this was readily done. 

It is supposed that the same general 
plan has been adopted in the past to ob- 
tain pensions, and the pension commis- 
sioner now at work may be able to fer- 
ret out some of the leaaers in these sys- 
tematic fraudulent practices sgsintt 
the government.

Salt Lake City, July 90.— A ques- 
tion having arisen ou the right of po- 
lygaiuists. in whose favor I^resident 
Harrison issued a proclamation of am- 
nesty, to vote, the Utah commission re- 
ferred the matter to the department at 
Washington. The attorney general re- 
plied that he was not a law adviser for 
the commission and declined to express 
any opinion. 

The commission has a<lopted resolu- 
tions saying the right to vote did not 
necessarily follow upon amnesty, but 
it would be in the same spirit of said 
proclamation to extend the privilege. 
They, therefore, advise the registratKHl 
officers to register polygamists, and as 
such advice is eciuivalent to a com- 
mand this course will be followed and 
lygamists generally will vote la 
tah for ths first time in 19 years.

Comptroller l-xikels, of the U. S. Troaa- 
ury, gave some excellent advice in a talk 
in New York one eveninj? this week. He 
said: 

"The condition which confronta the 
American people is one that deserves the 
thoughtful attention of every citiaen who 
has at heart the interest of the country. 
I It is not a time of panic, because we have 
' passed the period in onr history when a 
I panic is a possibility ; but it is one ot a 
alow liquidation, the reaalt of undue 
I speculauon and unwise finaneial legisla- 
tion. Nothing it to be gained bv taking on a 
: fright that i$w»worrttnl»d bj/eUmthi mmt- 
\difUe patt or fht immeikitefMwre. What 
! the Ameriean people otwht to do In the 
I midst of the iailoras that hava oc cn rrad 
I is not to dye way to uncalled-for alarm, 
but to sttmy the character of the institu- 
tions which have failed; the caosM which 
iiave produced them and the localities in 
whirh thev have occurred. 

".After Huch a study let them view the 
suhi'Mt iiistitutiouH everywhere about 
them, and the conclusion that must irrc- 
sistilily follow is that the legitimate life 
ot the country is not threatened, but in- 
stead will come out of the present tur- 
moil the stron>;er for having pa.i8e<l 
through it. In conservative Imsiness 
centers failures Imvc lieen few. eitiier in 
banking or other lines. Bad banking at 
any and all times i- danjjerous, anil must 
inevitably brinj: ijisaster upon those who 
enga^re iii it. The present stringency has 
simply hastened the closing of some 
lia.iks because they were inherently 
weak. Others have closed as a resultant 
effect of having kent alive the operations 
of speculators in tne extreme West and 
in portions of the South. The art has 
not been discovered of makingsomething 
out of nothing, and the financier who 
stakea hia all upon an unbuilt city reach- 
ing oat into tha waste places of the earth 
must bring about the ruin of his own and 
kindred inatitntiona which hayatroatad 
in him and pinned their faith to assets 
yet tmbom. 

" Disasters have fallen upon the specu- 
tive institutions in boom cities of the 
Statee of Washington, California. Colo- 
rado, Kansas ana Missouri, which have 
injured solvent ones, but the States of 
New England, the Eastern and Middle 
States and those of the North-west, not 
less than of the Siuth have, thus far, es- 
caped, and will because the foundation 
upon which they are built is of rfx k and 
not of sand. Such a review as that 
which I have indicated can not liut have 
the eil'ect of quieting' the fears of the 
timid and enconra>rin;: those who have 
thus far maintained an unswerving fiiitli 
in the sjieedy coming of better times. It 
ouirht to check those w lio invite disa.ster 
by \N itlidrawinK from solvent institutions 
the money which the depositor can not 
possil ily use. The people are hoping and 
asking much from the banks of tne coun- 
try. In turn, the banks have the riaht 
of considerate treatment from the peo- 
ple. Let those who have so long trans- 
acted business with the banking institu- 
tions have sufficient confidence in them 
to know and feel that if in yean past 
they have proved safe that they are like- 
ly so to do in the present emergency, 
linns on banks but deetroy the interest 
which otherwise would be protected, and 
those who indulge in them cause to come 
about the thing which they wish to 
avert."

IBITUCKT ClOPS. 



Wttkly Report of the SUte Weather 
loo]i«M«. 



Following is the weather nnd crop bulle- 
tin of the Kentucky weather service for 
'jeweek ending June 7th: In* general 
ay tbe weather condiUone of toe past 
jtik were quite rimilar to thoM of the 
eicedfng one. The uma ezMM of sun- 
aUiie ana t«mperatare was repeated, but 
tkere wail probably a slightly greater 
amotetof precipitation, though the aver- 
aftarfbi' the State ia atill much below the 
noraulL Dnring the last few days of the 
we^ local thunder etornui did much to 
relieve the ^rtrailing drouth, but it ap- 
pealil thtt but a oomparatively small por- 
tionl of Om Stale waa oorered by them, 
and even within the limit* of the same 
county in a number of cases, some sec- 
' tions received abundant showers, while 
other parts report the drouth still un- 
broken, (lenerally speaking, however, 
there ia not ao much complaint made of 
absence of rainfall an wan unticipated. 

The weather conditions were most 
favorable for the threshiniif of wheat 
and the cultivation of corn, wiiich is now 
about cDiupleted. The wheat yield is 
turning out very nearly as was predicted 
it wouM some time huicc. It dwa not 
appear to bo so g(MKl in the blue grass 
and adjoining conntioH, as in most other 
sections of the State, but it is nowlierc 
lar below the average condition. Farm- 
ers are generfllly showing a disposition to 
hold it for better prices, so that but little 
has BR yet been placed upon the market. 

Oats are being harvested and nearly all 
reports agree as to the fine character of 
the crop. In some few sections it has 
been blown down, and it is expected 
that there will be considerable loss in cut- 
ting such portions of it. 

The hay crop is about savedand almost 
perfect weather faVQr^d the jotting and 
drying of it. It is the best crop in many 
yean. 

Beportf relative to the condition of 
con an w a generally favorable charac- 
ter, weorii tSare ia eooaidanible com- 
plaint of tta anudl aise and alao of injury 
from dnrath, partienlariy to that planted 
npon devateagronnd. It haa, however, 
been splendidly cultivated, and with 
good rains the prospect for it could not 
be better. 

Early tobacco is doing w^ell, but even 
more complaints are made this week 
than \ant, that the late crop ia wilting, 
particularly that portion of it which was 
l ist planted. 1 1 m^eds rain very badly and 
without it will soon be seriously damaged. 

Gardens are also showir-s the effect" of 
the drouth, and in some sii tious hav" 
been badly injured. I'otat'ns are tine 
in all sectioiiH of the State, and the pros- 
j>ect8 are that the late croji will he 
enormous and of line quality. 

Ive{)ort.s of fruit are somewhat l ontlict- 
ing, but all aigns point to the sliortage in- 
dicated in previous reports, particularly 
of latevarietiea.
